First, the garrisons in Manchuria 
and Korea, now comprising four 
divisions, will be reduced to one di-

So, 
too, would the cindliness of his expres- 
sions in the message toward Japan. 

Congressmen who have discussed the 
new plan with him seem inclined to be- 
lievé that the language employed in the 
message, while certainly representing the 
President's convictions, was used chiefly 
for the purpose of making easier the ne- 
gotiation of the treaty. Hitherto Mr, 
Roosevelt’s remarkable eulogy of Japan 
has aroused a great deal of Congres- 
sional comment, chiefly unfavorable. 
Some Congressmen not in secret of 
the proposed treaty denounced it private- 
ly as truckling to Japan and indicat- 
ing a fear of the martial prowess which 
the President praised so highly in 
message. His confidants ceclare 
Was dictated by other considerations.

Californians in New York for the 
most part express sympathy with the 
anti-Japanese sentiment in their home 
State, but If one talks to half a dozen of 
them, half a dozen different explanations 
of this sentiment will be forthcoming.

One man will tell you that since the war 
with Russia the Japanese have grown 
insufferably big headed, adding, with eye- 
brows raised in horror at the memory, 
that he has actually seen Japanese crowd 
women off a street car seat. Another 
will declare that Japanese are dirty and 
A third will explain that al- 
though the little yellow men are well- 
behaved enough they are up to no good 
in America; that their hearts are at home 
and that their polite and correct conduct 
is only put on; they are ready two turn 
on the Americans when the time comes. 
One patriotic American told me to-day, as 
sufficient excuse for the exclusion of all 
Japanese, that during the Russo-Japanese 
war, the Japanese in Alameda alone sent 
home between $400 and $500 a day in 
order to help their country. 

As for the action which has raised the 
present international question—a question 
the importance of which the San Francis- 
cans seem utterly incapable of realizing— 


the explanations are equally varied. Ac- 
cording to some ‘t is the trachome with 
sghich.the Japanese children are afflicted; 
according to others the fact that the 
greater proportion of these ‘“ children ”’ 
are not children at all, but grown-up men; 
according to still others the circumstance 
that the Japanese are not real students— 
that all they want is to learn enough Eng- 
lish to get along with, and then quit, 
What are the facts? When the Board 
of Education issued its order excluding 
the Japanese from the public schools at- 
tended by whites and providing a separate 
school for all Orientals, there were be- 
tween 120 and 150 Japanese who attended 
in one school.

‘At any rate 
they bear the insulting attitude of the San 
Franciscans quite meekly, and it must be 
hard to bear. 

In an office building this morning an 
elevator man was the pink of politeness 
when I asked him where to find a certain 
office. A Japanese boy showed him 
card and asked very humbly a question 
similar to mine. “Go and consult the 
directory,”’ growled the man. In a thou- 
sand ways the Japanese are being made 
to feel that they are under a ban. 

Except in the newspapers, there are 
few outward indications of indignation 
toward the President on account of the 
statements in his message. and some of 
the newspapers excuse him by saying that 
he must have been misinformed. The 
indications are that the effect of the 
message will not be found in a great loss 
of popularity by Mr. Roosevelt, but in 
increased hostility toward the Japanese.

“It's like a crazy quilt,” he said. “It 
covers almost every possible subject, and 
many of them are hardly important 
enough for a President's message. It 
seems to me,” with a laugh, “that the 
question of providing shooting galleries 
for school children might safely have 
been left to the school Directors. 

“The trouble with the message Is that 
it is out of proportion. Little things are 
placed side by side with big ones, and 
all are treated from a preaching attitude.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury gave notice to-day to 
the holders of United States bonds that 
the interest maturing on the several in- 
terest dates between and including Jan. 1 


and May 1, 1907, will be prepaid without 
rebate on and after Deo, 15, 1906. 

Checks for the interest due Jan. 1, 
1907;-on registered bonds will be mailed 
to the owners on or before Dec. 15. 

The amount of interest which may thus 
be prepaid is nearly $12,000,000. In an- 
ticipating this payment Secretary Shaw 
stated that he was influenced by the fact 
that the Treasury collected surplus rev- 
enues amounting to $7,000,000 in the

Shocks Felt on Islands of St. Vincent, 
Barbados, and St. Lucia. 


KINGSTOWN, Island of St. Vincent, 
Dec. 5.—A prolonged earthquake shock 
was felt here Monday night. It lasted 
fully 80 seconds. The vibrations were 
slow. The people of Kingstown were 
thrown into a panic. No other single 
shock ever felt here has lasted so long.

CALLS OIL MAN A MARTYR

Mr. Phelps said he regards Mr. Rocke- 
feller as a victim of the spirit of com- 
mercial greed born and developed as the 
fruit of ‘the competitive system, both in- 
dividual and social. He said that society 
was to blame for existing social and in- 
dividual ills, and that the only justifica- 
tion for martyrdom in the correction of 
social ills is that made necessary to ac- 
,_ complish social and individual reforms. 
He- added that Mr. Rockefeller is a vic- 
tim of the machine he built, which, seized 
by the commercial spirit of the times, had 
-borne him irresistibly before it. 

The attorney asserted that he would op- 
pase the plan of calling Mr. Rockefeller 
to Findlay, unless it was absolutely neces- 
sary to obtain. his influence in forcing the 
Standard Oil Company to relinquish its 
méonopolistic tendencies. Arguments will 
be made before Judge Duncan Friday 
morning to dissolve the $5,000 fine against 
the oil trust.

Blames Him for Treatment of 
Girl, but Not for Her Death, 


WAITS HOURS FOR MESSAGE 


Then Tells Him She Will Stand by 
Him — His Lawyer Plans 
an Appeal.

DENVER, Col., Dec. 5.—When Chester 
Gillette’s mother heard late last night, 
after sitting in the telegraph office for 
five hours, that he had been convicted of 
the murder of Grace Brown, she was over- 
come. 

‘*My God!” she groaned. “I have be- 
lieved in the mercy of God so long, and 
now—” 

She stretched out her arms appealingly 
to her husband, breaking into tears and 
great grief at last. 

‘No God and no mercy. But there is a 
God,” she said, suddenly sitting up and 
drying her eyes. ‘‘ There is a God and He 
is merciful. Please send a message to 
Chester; please send him a message now.” 

Then she dictated the following: 

‘*My Own Dear Boy: God still reigns; 
your innocence will be proved. We have 
sent word that the case will be appealed. 
Keep up your courage. Trust in God, Our 
trust is there. He will not fail us. We 
have firm faith in your innocence and the 
wrong shall not prevail. God wiiling, I 
shall be at the next trial. Your mother, 

** LOUISE GILLETTE.”

EXPECTS SUBWAY BIDS. 


The Mayor Says the Elsberg Bill 
Shouldn’t Deter Capitalists. 


Mayor McClellan, differing from Albert 
B. Boardman, counsel for the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission, declared yesterday that 
the Elsberg bill, which limits new sub- 
way franchises to twenty years, with a 
renewal privilege, ought not to prevent 
capitalists from bidding for the right to 
build and operate new underground lines. 

‘Let us go ahead and try the Elsberg 
bill,” said the Mayor. ‘‘ We don't know 
anything about it yet.

BAXTER WILL BE CLERK. 


Settled at Conference of Republicans 
‘—May Be a Speakership Fight. 


Col. Archie E. Baxter of Chemung is to 
be re-elected Clerk of the Assembly of 
1907. He is to appoint Ray B. Smith of 
Onondaga as Assistant Clerk. This was 
agreed upon at Republican State head- 
quarters here yesterday afternoon after 
a two-day conference. 

State Chairman Woodruff and all the 
Assembly leaders were there and all had 
a hand in the ironing out of what was a 
very troublesome situation, though it 
was practically the only problem that 
confronted the State leaders so far as the 
Assembly was concerned.

ARGUE CHATTANOOGA CASE. 


Contempt Charge Following Lynching 
Heard in U. S. Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The argument 
in the Chattanooga lynching case was 
concluded in the Supreme Court to-day. 
‘The defendants were represented by Jud- 
son Harmon and by Judge Shepherd, Rob- 
ert Cooke, and G. W. Chamblee of Chat- 
tanooga. Solicitor General Hoyt coi- 
cluded his opening argument, confining 
himself to the question of jurisdiction and 
the power of the Supreme Court to punish 
summarily for contempt. . 

The contention of the defendants, 
through Mr. Harmon, was that the Circuit 

| Court had no jurisdiction to hear the ap- 

peal of the negro Johnson, who was sub- 
sequently lynched, and that therefore the 
Supreme Court had no jurisdiction. Judge 
|Shepherd and Mr. Chamlee argued that 
{in case of criminal contempt, such as this, 
it was always a sufficient answer for the 
defendant to plead not guilty. That is 
what these defendants have done, each of 
them denying any connection with or 
| Ruowienay of any conspiracy to lynch 
Johnson or any participation with the mob 
that actually did the lynching. Several 
{of them contend that they knew nothing 
of the court's order and consequently 
could not have acted in contempt of it. 

While Mr. Cooke was delivering his ar- 
gument he digressed to describe to the 
court the circumstances attending the 
trial of Johnson to show that it was fair. 
He told of the efforts of Sheriff Shipp to 


prevent a lynching at the time of the 
arrest of Johnson and how the jail was 
guarded for some time. But the guard 
was taken away about two weeks before 
the lynching. 

“Then suddenly, unexpectedly, the mob 
arose,’’ continued Mr. Cooke, ‘and took 
Johnson from jail and lynched him.” 

Chief Justice Fuller leaned forward and 
interrupted. r 

“After the order of this court was is- 
sued?”"’ he sald. ‘‘ Was that what was 
the matter?” 

Mr. Cooke was nonplused by the inter- 
ruption and for a moment was unable to 
reply. Then he recovered himself and

Penalty for Conspiracy of Silence. 

“Since the occurrence every effort has 
been made by the commissioned officers 
and by competent Military Inspectors 
sent for the purpose, thru cross-examina- 
tion of each member of the company who 
Was present in the fort that night, to find 


some clue by which the enlisted men who 
committed this crime could be detected, 
and not fhe slightest evidence tending to 
establish the identity of a single man has 
been forthcoming. All the enlisted men 
of the battalion were advised that if evi- 
dence was not forthcoming leading to the 
identification of those who planned and 
committed these murders and attempted 
murders, it would become necessary to 
discharge all the men present at Fort 
Brown that night without honor and to 
bar them from re-enlistment in the army 
- service in the navy or in the civil ser- 
vice, 

“Inspector General Garlington then ex- 
amined every man who came within the 
operation of the proposer order, and was 
entirely unable to elicit yee circum- 
stance leading to the identification of 
the murderers. He became convinced that 
there was a conspiracy of silence in the 
battalion to protect the criminals, and, 
while he conceded that there might be a 
number of men in the battalion innocent 
both of the crime and of suppression of 
evidence, he deemed it necessary in the 
interest and for the good of the service to 
recommend the issuing of the order which 
by authority he had told the men would 
be made and enforced unless’ evidence 
ointing to the criminals was forthcom- 
ng. 
“This department concurred in Gen. 
Garlington’s recommendation, and the 
President then directed the discharge of 
certain named members of the battalion, 
which included all the enlisted men of the 
battalion who were present at Fort Brown 
on the night in question, without honor, 
and forever debarred them from re-en- 
listing in the army or navy of the United 
States, as well as from employment in 
any civil capacity under the Government. 
The order of discharge has been duly ex- 
ecuted. A full copy of the proceedings 
and evidence is hereto appended. 

‘“‘The order has attracted much atten- 
tion and has been severely criticized as 
unjust because it ‘condemns many inno- 
cent men to undeserved punishment. It 
is not improper, therefore, in this report 
to review the case and state the reasons 
which not only justified it but made it 
necessary. 

Justifying the Discharge. 

‘“‘ First—Out of a battalion of 170 enlisted 
men in the Army of the United States, 
from nine to twenty men formed a pre- 
concerted plan to revenge themselves upon 
the people of a town in which they were 
stationed for the insults they felt that 
the townspeople had heaped upon them. 
In accordance with the plan they left their 
barracks under cover of the darkness— 
about midnight—and proceeded to dis- 


charge their weapons into the houses of 
the town for the purpose of killing those 
against whom they felt a grievance, They 
came very near killing some one or more 
of the three women and seven children 
who were sitting or sleeping in two of the 
lighted rooms into which they fired. They, 
in fact, did kill one man, wound another, 
end seriously injure the Chief of Police. 
They accompanied their firing with ex- 
pressions indicating the malice which 
prompted their action. 

‘There ican be no doubt, therefore, that 
the squad of men who moved together 
from the fort to the town and did this 
shooting were guilty of murder, and mur- 
der in the first degree, and that if they 
were discovered ei | could be properly 
subjected to capital punishment. The 
purpose of one was the purpose of all. 

**Second—Within ten minutes or more 
after this crime was committed, when 
whole garrison was aroused by the 
noise of the fusillade, and by the call to 
arms which followed it, the guilty men 
returned to their places, and must 
have been among the last men to 
take their places, for the reason that 
the firing continued after the forma- 
tions had begun. The absence of the 
rifles from the racks could not have es- 
caped the attention of the Sergeants who 
had the keys of the racks, if indeed they 
had the keys; and yet all the Sergeunts 
swear that the rifles were in the racks, 
untouched. Before the next morning all 
the guns were clean. It is impossible that 
many of the battalion who did not take 
part as active members of the conspiracy 
to murder were not made aware by one 
circumstance or another of the identity of | 
the persons who committed this heinous 
offense. 

“Third—Instead of giving toggheir offi- 
cers, or to’ the Military Inspeftors who 
were directed to make the examination, 
the benefit of anything which they knew | 
tending to lead to a conviction of the 
guilty persons, there was a conspiracy of 
silence on the part of the many who must 
have known something of importance in 
this regard.

“Tt is a mistake this 
order is in itself a punishment either of 
the innocent or of the guilty. A discharge 
would be an utterly inadequate punish- 
ment for those who are guilty whether of 


committing the murder, or of withholding 
or suppressing evidence which would dis- 
close the perpetrators of such a crime. 
| The use of the word penalty in the pro- 
ceedings is a mere misnomer and is un- 
fortunate. The dismissal from the serv- 
ice of the members of this battalion under 
the circumstances is not a punishment, 
however great the hardship. There is a 
dismissal technically known as a dishon- 
orable discharge, which is only imposed by 
sentence by a court. This is a punish- 
ment. But the members of this battalion 
were not dishonorably discharged. They 
could not have been so discharged except 
after a trial. They were discharged for 
the good of the service, as the technical 
phrase is, ‘ without honor.’ It is not a for- 
tunate phrase, because so easily confused 
with a dishonorable discharge. 
‘without honor’ to distinguish the dis- 
charge from a discharge with honor, or an 
honorable discharge, which indicates the 
termination, in due course, of a satisfac- 
tory service. 

“But it is said that the order forkkds 
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re-entry by the discharged men into the 
army or navy or civil service, and this is. 
@ penalty. When an employe is dia- 
charged for the good of the service it 
naturally follows that he cannot be taker 
back, and the President in formally stat- 
ing this result is not imposing a penalty 
in the proper sense of the term. He is 
only laying down a rule of ineligibility 
for the service with respect to which it 
is his Executive duty to prescribe the 
rules of admission. 

“Should hereafter facts be disclosed, or 
a new state of facts arise from which it 
can be inferred that the public service 
will suffer no detriment from re-entry of 
any one of these men into the service, his 
ineligibility can be removed by a mere 
Executive order.

SHIP SUBSIDY VICTORY, 


House Committee to Report Out the 
Bill—Cannon Neutral.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The ship sub- 
sidy people have captured control of the 
Merchant Marine Committee of the House 
and won a pledge of neutrality from the 
Speaker. This insures their ability to 
report out their bill. It is possible that 
Grosvenor may try to do this at a meet- 
ing called for to-morrow. 

Control of the committee was won when 
Representative Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican whip, was captured. He, with 
Birdsall, Wilson, and Hinshaw of the 
Republican members, has heretofore op- 
posed the bill. He still says to-night that 
he is not prepared to accept the bill as it 
stands, but he is vague as to the changes 
required to make it please him. Grosvenor 
is not at all uncertain as to Watson’s 
vote, however. 

Watson ylelded when the President gave 
this bill his specific indorsement in his 
message, and when his patron saint and 
chief, Uncle Joe Cannon, retreated from 
the attitude of uncompromising hostility 
he maintained during the last session 
and heretofore toward ship subsidies. 
Cannon still insists he is opposed to the 
bill, 

But he will not hold it in committee or 


use his eat power against it, as he did 
He will be neutral. Cannon 
is admitting, too, that he would not ob- 
ject to supporting a Iimited mail subsidy 
for, say, South America. 

This is the first time since Senator 
Hanna’s attempt to pass his Subsidy bill 
that Grosvenor has either been in a posi- 
tion to line up a favorable majority in 
his committee or that the Speaker has not 
been actively hostile.

Spear, a well-known driver and trainer, 
to the effect that Sanders, at the instance 
of Mr. Smathers, administered “dope” to 
Lou Dillon, which made her stop after 
going a half mile to road wagon at a two- 
minute gait and thus enabled Major Del- 
mar to win. The gold cup was withheld 
from Mr. Smathers by the Memphis Trot- 
ting Association, but he subsequently re- 
covered its possession through recourse to 
the courts and the putting up of neces- 
Sary bonds.

It was 
now with special satisfaction that he congrat- 
ulated friend of football on the good effect 
which the new rules had achieved. Speaking 
for himself, he said he found the game vastly 
more interesting than before. But still more 
important was the fact that the new rules had 
eliminated brutality and greatly reduced the 
chances of injury. 

So far as he was able to judge from his own 
observations and from the reports of others, he 
elieved that one improvement was still called 
for, namely the stricter enforcement of the 
rules by the officials in charge of the games. 
The National Intercollegiate Rules Committee 
has already made some modification of the 
tules as suggested by the experience of the 
season. It is still more important that next 
year they should insist that’ the rules be 
promptly and rigidly applied. 

Within certain limits, President Schurman 
sald, the student is permitted to take his gym- 
nastics or athletics in the form which is most 
attrdctive to him; so that while hundreds of 
students will be found any day going through 
gymnastic exercises, other hundreds will also be 
tcund engaged in outdoor recreation, sports, 
and games, among which, of course, rowing, 
track, baseball, football, lacrosse, tennis, and 
golf are included, not to mention skating and 
tobogganing in Winter. The object is to insure 
participation in physical exercises or sports on 
the part of all students rather then by a 
small number who may be qualifying for the 
intercollegiate teams. And as a result of this 
policy and practice intercollegiate athletics 
takes its place as a natural and interesting, 
even though sometimes exciting, feature in the 
recreations, sports, and physical culture of the 
student body of Cornell. 

President Schurman stated that the War De- 
partment was considering the question whether 
theoretical instruction should not be substituted 
for military drill at the colleges and univers!- 
ties to which officers of the army were de- 
tailed At Cornell University this theoretical 
instruction is now given in the later years of 
the course. 

Referring to outdoor sports for the body of 
the students he congratulated them on the new 
playground which the ajumni had fitted up for 
them and expressed the hope that some philan- 
thropist who was more interested in the gen- 
cral physical training of young men than in 
intercollegiate athletics would provide the unl- 
versity with a gymnasium large enough for the 
training of the biz classes of students it has 
now to provide for.

President ROosEVELT, dwelling upon 
the embarrassment growing out of this 
conflict of jurisdiction, makes this rec- 
ommendation:

Our treaty with China, ratified In

the public educational institutions un- 
der the control of the Government of 
the United States which are enjoyed 
in the respective countries by the citi- 
zens or subjects of the most favored 
nation.” This is an express guaran- 
tee, lacking in the Japanese treaty, 
where it exists only by implication, if 
at all. It is significant, too, that the 
guarantee of the Burlingame treaty is 
applicable only to “ educational insti- 
tutions under the control of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States.” The 
public schools of the State of Califor- 
nia are not under the control of the 
Government at Washington. 

It is fortunate, we think, that the 
sensible and friendly utterances of the 
Japanese Ambassador, Viscount Aok1, 
were published in Washington concur- 
rently with the message of the Presi- 
dent. The Ambassador understands the 
situation. He has the best of reasons for 
knowing that as a Government and as 
a people we have only the friendliest 
feeling for his Government ed his peo- 
ple, and he points out that there is 
no feeling against the United States 
among the Japanese; at most there is 
a feeling of irritation over a local in- 
cident.

ENGLAND AND JAPAN. 


An Englishman Takes Exception to the 
Remarks of Mr. Kayahara. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent Mr. R. Kayahara 
in his letter to THe Timms gives some 
good reasons why it is to the interest of 
Japan to remain on friendly terms with 
the United States. 

But the Japanese editor, in describing 
the relations of the leading powers as 
they appear to him, makes a statement 
that to me seems queer. He says: “‘ Eng- 
land and France do not wish to enter into 
war with Russia because the result would 
no doubt be the destruction of the Eng- 
lish and French Navies and the sole 
Supremacy on the sea of Germany.” It 
would be interesting if your Japanese cor- 
respondent would state in another letter 
exactly which powers would take part 
in the possible conflict which he believes 
would have such results. 

There is another statement in his let- 
ter which is of a more serious nature. 
He expresses the opinion that “ the time 
when Russia declares war against Japan 
will be the time when England will with- 
draw from the alliance with Japan.” Mr. 
Kayahara’s repeated declarations of his 
complete confidence in England's good 
faith cannot alter the meaning of this 
last-quoted sentence, which, in plain Eng- 
lish, means if Russia declares . war 
against Japan England will desert her 
ally. 

In the treaty of alliance between Great 
Britain and Japan, each has agreed to 
;€0 at once to the assistance of its ally 
|should that ally be involved in war in 
| defense of its territorial rights or special 
interests. This agreement, lasting ten 
years, can only be canceled after twelve 
months’ notice. And “if either ally is 
actually engaged in war when the date of 
expiration arrives the alliance shall re- 
main binding until peace shall be con- 
cluded.” 

What I, speaking as an individual Eng- 
lishman, would like to remark is this: 
If Mr. Kayahara's cynical opinion regard- 
ing the binding nature of this alliance Is 
shared by the rulers of Japan, (which, 
however, I don’t believe for a moment,) 
then the sooner Great Britain gives the 
twelve months’ notice and sewers her 
connection with Japan the better.

rears above every other high point of the 
city. The view now from west side ele- 
vated trains shows first the big arch

;south the imposing Woman's Hospital. 
'To the north and west the low dome of 
| Columbia's library building shows against 
jthe sky in the open space between the 
other college buildings, and beyond is 
|}Grant’s Tomb. A clear day shows, from 
river to river, the hill crowned with such 
linstitutions as Bishop Potter dreamed of. 

As the Woman's Hospital stands it rep- 
resents the expenditure of more than 
$1,000,000. The construction of the bujld- 
ing came to $800,000. It is sald that de- 
struction by fire is impossible, and that 
it would be impossible for the flames of 
burning material in any one room to con- 
nect with inflammable material in an- 
other. 

It is in the effort to provide the highest 
degree of ascepticism that the new hos- 
pital is said to surpass all other hospital 
for women.

ant. The sale by Bigelow and Lewisohn 
to the corporation was in effect a sale 
by them to Bigelow and Lewisohn, The 
compiainant knew all that Bigelow and 
Lewisohn knew, and no one of the orig- 
inal parties to the transaction was de- 
frauded by the exchange of stock for the 
| real estate.” The court further states

HIDDEN PAYMENTS 


Mutual’s Counsel Puts Them Up 
to Lawyer Joseph. 


‘RETAINER TIED LATTER UP

|Wells, He Says, Never Got a Dollar 
with His Sanction — Story of 
How Suits Were Settled. 


George Burnham, Jr., counsel for the 
Mutual Reserve Life Insurance Company, 
took the stand yesterday at his trial in 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court and gave his own version of the 
settlement of the claim of J. Douglas 
Wells against President Frederick A. 
Burnham as an individual. It is for his 
connection with the alleged settlement of 
this claim with the company’s money and 
the subsequent false entry of the pay- 
ment that the defendant was indicted. 

According to Burnham's testimony, 
Lawyer Joseph was never told to pay a 
dollar to Wells, but Joseph supplied the 
release for his client’s suit ‘‘as a pres- 
ent,’’ Wells being so relieved at having 
the company’s libel sults against him dis- 
continued. The defendant said that if 
any of the $7,500 placed in escrow 
ever reached Wells it was an entirely 
unauthorized act on the part of Lawyer 
Joseph. Incidentally the manner in which 
the suits against the company were set- 
tled was stated to have been advised by 
the late Col. Edward C. James, whom 
the counsel for the Mutual Reserve said 
he consulted before entering upon nego- 
tilations with Joseph. 

Before Burnham was allowed to testify 
as to his conversations with Col. James 
and with George D. Eldredge, the Vice 
President of the company, there was a 
long wrangle between Assistant District 
Attorney Nott and Mr. Rand as to the 
admissibility of the evidence. Judge 
Greenbaum finally overrruled Mr. Nott’s 
objection, and the witness was permitted 
to give a pretty full account of all that 
passed between him and Eldredge, Col. 
James, and Lawyer Joseph. 

“I considered Joseph was making a 
business of hunting up claims against 
the company,”’ said Burnham, “ and that 
the only way to tle him up was to give 
him a retainer from us. This matter 
was agreed upon, and we also arranged 
to compromise the Bendix and Levy suits, 
the Armstrong contract, with $3,000 fees 
to Nicholls and Bacon for Joseph, at 
$13,500. 

“Wells was not mentioned nor was 
dollar to go to him, nor did I say that | 
Weils was to nothing till Patter- | 
son was out of the way.’

IN INSURANCE FIGHT 


Imperial Commissioner Con- 
demns the Mutual’s Campaign. 





OLNEY ALSO SOUNDS A CALL 


The Chairman Asks All Policy Holders 
to Vote as Patriots Against 
Insurance “Traitors.” 


Richard Olney, Chairman of the Inter- 
national Policy Holders’ Committee, sent 
out last night this statement, calling upon 
those policy holders to vote who had not 
already cast their ballots:

It is be- 
tween condoning the proven past maladminis- 
tration of the two companies and condemning 
such maladministration; between re-electing 
traltors and delinquents and putting in their 
places Trustees whose record thus far is 
unimpeached, which is the best possible 
fuarantee they. will administer the trust 
you commit to them. The New York 
Legislature offers you the opportunity by 
one and the same stroke, both to safe- 
guard your own pecuniary Interests and 
to prove to the world that official probity 
and trustworthiness are as much prized and 
counted on in America as they can be any- 
where. The opportunity thus offered may not 
return again, and not to avail of it is both un- 
wise and unpatriotic, 

The Imperial Commissioner of Insurance 
for Germany, according to advices which 
have just reached this country, has con- 
demned in emphatic terms the use of the 
“single shot’ ballots among the German 
policy holders of the Mutual Life, and 
forbidden their further distribution.

does not appear to us to be in accordance with 
the statutes of New York State relative to the 
election of Directors and is deemed by us a6 a 
means of placing the insured in doubt and not 
putting them in possession of all necessary in- 
formation and endeavoring to have them give 
their right to vote to the partisans of the pres- 
ent administration. It is therefore very evi- 
dent, as we see from the communications ad- 
dressed to this board, that confusion has arisen 
in the minds of the policy holders which tends 
to operate the delivery of votes not in accord 
with their true desire. In addition, the man- 
ner in which the concluding paragraph of the 
Hamburg circular is worded tends to create 
confusion, disregarding the recommendation of 
the United Committees’ ticket through the Ger- 
man committee.

POURED ACID ON A HORSE. 
| Expressman Who Did It to Kill Rival’s 
Business Sent to Prison. 


Isaac Deitschman, 64 years old, of 629 
East Ninth Street, was accused in Spe- 
cial Sessions yesterday of pouring two 
ounces of muriatic acid on a horse owned 
by a business rival, Louis Wallman, an 
expressman of 7 Ludlow Street.

GAS INJUNCTION EVADED. 


So Mr. Shearn Charges as to Exaction 
of Additional Deposits. 
Clarence J. Shearn asked Supreme Court 
Justice Davis yesterday for an injunction 
restraining the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany and its subordinate corporations 
from exacting an additional deposit fee 
from consumers who insisted on paying 
only the 80-cent rate for gas. There were 
145 cases in which Mr. Shearn appeared, 
all of them bearing on the same sub- 
ject.

Counsel for the gas companies replied 
that in the cases enumerated there had 
been a dispute as to the amount due, 
and the company had, under the law, a 
right to exact a deposit equal to two 
months’ charge for gas,
